guards' from the name of th* detective 
agency that employs them) are valu- 
able to th* pompanles in many ways. 
Principally, declare* Mr. Benson, they 
are wed (or tbe purposes of Intimida- 
tion, and he does not hesitate to lay 
many dark crimes, even murder, al 
tiietr door.

But it was tho matter of weigh- 


ing the cowl, npon which tbe miners'

These gentlenen, armed to 
tke teeth themselTe*, Inraded th* 
homes-, of sirlksn to search: for nre- 
arms. When the wire* of the miaen 
objtcted, as they of tea did, to th« ran- 
sacking of their ;hous*s, they w«ir» 
beaten up. They were not only benten 
np, they were cursed and rcrlled. 
Hundreds of such aataulta occnrred." 


Mr. Benson gooa dri to glre a.nuin- 


ber of specific Instances of the bru- 
tality of, these guards and continnes: 


"Violence on tb« part of the mining 


companies made the nine owners fear 
rlolence npon the part of the miners., 
From the very first the : mine owners 
feared rlolonce. Early In the straggle 
they caused 'their armed »th«B» tu 
search the persons and houses' of mla- 
«rj tor tirenrmff. Nor would this fear 
,'down. 
So Koreraor Glasscock was 


persuaded to send 'troops Into the iln- 
trlct and put the Knnawba region un- 
der martial law. At first, the miners- 
welcomed tbe troops as protection. 
against tile murderous guards. .The 
troops justified 'expcctttlOQS only to 
the extent of disarming the. guards. 
To make the performance seem Im- 
partial, the troops also disarmed the 
miners. But the guards fount) means 
of arming them solves ns frequently as 
they were dlaariheU. Somebojy con- 
tinued to furnuib tliem with guns. 
Perhaps not all of the. guards ""were 
furnlabod with more guns. All of the 
Ktmrds were a little more careful to 
icoep their weapons under cover. But 
tliut many contlkued to be armed was- 
slioiru by. the w/ftnton' murders that-oc- 
curred during .the following winter." 


Strike Breaken Brought 


Later the companies brought strike 


breakers, obtaining them > upon 
any 


pretenso, tbut proved sufflclently plausi- 
ble, 
says Mr. Benson, and these strike 


breakers, some 2,000' In number, soon 
were. In worse cnse than the miners 
Uiemselves. Neither these men nor the 
numerous other means ttmt the com- 
panies resorted .t.o^aervod to intimidate 
the strikers, however, or frighten .them 
buck to work.

The Town Cow. 


It Is a surprising faot to majiy to 


learn that there are a. vary consider 
able number of cowa kept 
within 


the limits of every great city vCows 
are a familiar Bight on the streets of 
many small towns, but in our vast 
congested urban centers tbe sight of 
ono is very unusual 
Of course the 


number of cows here Is much, amall- 
er in proprtlon to the population, and 
It Is very unfortunate to many ways 
that there are not more cows dwelling 
In our midst, so to apeak. 


The city cow when owned and man- 


'aged by a professional milkman baa 
proved to be a considerable menace 
to health, in the past, entirely due to 
the way in. -which such, animals have 
been handled 
We do not wish to be 


understood aa advocating tbe opera- 
tion ot commercial dal'y horda under 
urban conditions, but we do believe 
firmly that it would be a great agent 
for tbe better health ot city children 
If there -were more city cows ownedj 
by their parents 


Census figures show that the Infant 


mortality rate In large cities is much, 
higher than among children ot the 
same ^lass, age, and mode ot life in 
smaller towns or in tba country 
, While a number of factors combine 
to bring about the early passing away 
of a comparatively large proportion of 
the Httle children who are unfortunate 
Vnough. to be born in a large city, the 
cclentists who give their time and 
thought to these serious problems are 
Hlmost unanimously agreed that the 
;Te»te*t single factor behind theto 


atrociously high infant death rat** la 
that of impure milk 


Impure mine has, and atUl does, reap 


a terrible harvest, and among thos« 
who are least able to help tbe.ma*lTea. 
Carrying its disease germs, its tiecom* 
posed organic matter, ita flltb; of yarl* 
ous kinds in a liquid form, it is neces- 
sarily taken by many children without 
having been heated or purified In any 
way Ita malignant contents attack 
tho child In. its weakest organ*, tho«a 
of digestion, apd the Jesuits «nter into 
those census ftgnres referred to. 


Much can. be done to safeguard tb* 


milk supply of the cities, much la be- 
ing done now and more will be don* 
In the future, a* fast a* the publlo 
awakes to the tremendous Importance 
of tho subject 


One of the quickest waya to get re- 


sults in your campaign to protect yonr 
own family from impure milk la to 
thoroughly investigate the source-of 
supply and *ee taat th« milk: eooMa- 
from healthy cows, and is handled 
in Bucb. a "way that It reach** you 
within twelve honra after1 milking that 
it has not been warmer than 50 de- 
grees since milking, and tbat tbera 
baa been no possible chano* ot dust ot 
dirt of any charactir getting into It 


The very best and moal *atlafaetoiT 


way to secure pure milk, at the h>we*t 
possible cost is to keep a cow your- 
self if your circumstances will permit. 
All you will need is a small *tabl«, 
and a lot of paddock -where th* cow 
can get out into tba tr**b. air for ex- 
ercise 
Even under city or mlmrbaa. 


conditions milk can. tm produce* for 
from three to five cents a quart, bur- 
ing all tbe fmd.
